Right to Have Revolver. 


| Edward J. Hogan, gang leader and 
former deptty State beverage in- 
spector, was tried in,Circuit Judge 
Fatkenhainer’s court today on a 
-‘¢harge of carrying concealed weap- 
ons, the date-of the alleged offense 
being June 6, 1922. 

| The charge was based on a re- 
volver which Hogan was carrying in 
‘his pécKet when memnibers of the 
Hownicide Squad arrested him and 
thrée other gangsters in an automo- 
bile at Sixth street and Lucas ave- 
nue. The jury was instructed not 
to consider the fact that four other 
revoblwers were carried in the ma- 
chine,-in such a position that the 
policemen saw them when they 
looked in. 

" Hogan's defense was that he was 
then holding his State position, «nd 
that he had to protect money col- 
| lected hy him for the State. He was 
| not permitted to show, as he under- ~ 
| took to do, that his home on Cass 
‘avenue had been ‘;fiot up” a few 
weeks before, by enemy gangsters. 

Detective Charles M. Shelton, who 
stopped the dutomobile, told of see- 
ing the four revolvers in a compart- 
/ ment back of the front seat, and he 
‘said Hogan told him, “You can't 
search this car.” and ‘showed the 
star-shaped badge of his State of- 
| fice. ; 

At detective headquarters, Shelton 
said, Hogan produced a fifth revol- 
ver, of police type, from a rear pock- 
et, Shelton and the two other po- 
lice witnesses testified that they had 
not seen this weapon previously, and 
that it was effectively concealed. 

“L had to go out inspecting, and 
collecting fees from beverage places — 
jat all hours,” Hogan sald. “Some- 
times I carried as much as $2000.” 
-He offered to show letters which he 
had received a few weeks before the 
| date of the arrest, containing threats 
‘against his life, but these were ex- 
cluded. 

The ethers arrested at the time 
were not prosecuted. Hogan's case 
went to the jury at 1 p. m., the tes- 
timony having occupied about an 
hour.

Enough has been said about the value of the 
S¢. Louis Symphogy concerts as an advertising fea- 
ture.

Shakespeare, who knew human nature 
profoundly, believed in the value of music. Here 
is his verdict: 

The man that hath no music in himself, 

Nor is not mov'd with concord of sweet sounds. 

Is fit for treasons, stratagems and spoils; 

The motions of his spirit are dull as night, 

And his affections dark as Erebus; 

Let no such man be trusted. 

Without subscribing to that sentiment too lit- 
erally it is a fact that lovers of good music are 
usually trustworthy and able persons, discharging 
well the responsibilities of citizenship. and. on oc- 
casion, helping to carry “the warlike flag of a great 
ideal.” 7 .

Col. C. H. Mareh of Minnesota. who has been a 
guest at the White House, told the President that 
the condition of the farmer in the wheat belt re- 
mains discouraging and that 250 banks have closed 
their doors because they were loaded up with farm 
paper which had become worthless.

POLITICAL INSURANCE. 

With the contribution of Harry F. Sinclair to 
both national political campaign funds in 1920 a 
new era in the relation of big business t6 politics 
was ushered im.

The same in- 
terests hare been known to contribute-to a certain 
party in one state and the opposite party in an- 
other state. 

But as to national campaign funds big business 
hitherto has followed the practice of selecting the 
party whose supposed doctrines best served its ends 
and of putting all its money on one horse. Here- 
after, we presume, the one-party method will be 
considered ,an unbusinesslike assumption of risk.

Whose Body Was Found 
in a Creek. Due to Fracture 
of Neck. Inquiry Shows. 


SON BELIEVES THAT 
ROBBERY WAS MOTIVE 


Testifies That He Failed to 
Meet Mother at Station Be- 
cause of a Delay in Getting 
Sister’s Letter. 


Investigation of the death of Mrs. 
Katherine Rennard, 65 years old, of 
| Cincinnati, O., whose body was 
' found last Saturday in a branch of 
ithe River Des Peres, known as 
| Mackler’s Creek, between Maple- 
Ee and Brentwood, is centering 


on the theory that she was robbed 
and murdered. 

A Coroner’s jury, at an undertak- 
ing establishment at 6500 Olive 
Street road, last night returned a 
homicide verdict in the case, de- 
| claring that Mrs. Rennard’s death 

|was dué to a fracture of the neck 
| inflicted by an unidentified person. 

In addition to the belief that Mrs. | 
Rennard was robbed and murdered, | 
there had been a theory that she! 

| might have been struck and killed | 
| by an automobile and that the 
| driver had thrown her body into the | 

| 


creek to conceal the accident. It 
was also believed that if this was 
the case the motor car driver might | 
have robbed her, for further con- | 
_ cealment. 

Scouts Auto Accident Theory. | 

However, Coroner Bracy of St. | 
Louts County told the jcry that 
there was no indication that the 
broken neck and wrist and bruise 
'and cut on the forehead that Mrs. | 
_Rennard had suffered were due to, 
/an automobile accident. He also in-| 
| formed the jury that there was no 
water in the lungs, indicating that | 
death hai occurred before the body | 
was thrown in the creek. 
| Deputy Sheriffs are trying to find | 
Mrs. Renrmard’s hat and spectacles, 
|'which were not with the body. They | 
think it possible she was robbed and | 
| killed by a tramp. The vicinity of | 


|is lonely and there are numerous 
wooded tracts This place is south- | 
east of Eager road and the Kirk- | 
| wood-Ferguson car _ tracks, where 
| she usually alighted in going to see. 
| her son, William F. Rennard, who 
| lives northwest of that intersection. 
Pockets in Coat Cut Away. 

When the body was found there | 
|'was $5 in bills wrapped in a hand- | 
| kerchief inside the waist. Rennard | 
| testified at the inquest that his 
_mother, on her annual visits to him, | 
ordinarily carried $45 to $60, and 
‘robbed and murdered. 

He related that he had not been 
coiling to his rural mail box regular- | 
ty on account of rain and mud, and | 
hence did not get a letter from his 
sister in Cincinnati, informing him | * 
that his mother would arrive at Un- | 
ion Station the morning of Oct. 158, | 
until after his sister telegraphed | 
him, Oct. 20. Had he received the | 
_letter in tinre, he said, he would | 
have met his mother at Union Sta- | 

tion and the tragedy would have! 
| been averted. | 
| Rennard: a nephew, Robert Breh-| 
| mer of Creve Coeur, and C. W. Byers |

He informed the Governor that 
it ought to be clear to you that I 
could not be less desirous” that the 
prohibition laws be enforced in 
Pennsyivania than in anv other 
State or sction of the nation. 

Desires Closer Co-operation. 

Gov. Pinchot’s inquiry 
Secretary Mellon would authorize 
State enforcement officers in Penn- 
sylvania to make inspections of .dis- 
tilleries and breweries was answered 
in the affirmative. Mellon assuring 
the Governor that he desired to em- 
ploy every means of bringing about 
closer co-operation between the Fed- 
eral and State forces 

“But im this connection.” the let- 
ter adds. “I beg to ca'l your atten- 
tion to the authority for inquiry 
which you already have under the 
laws of your own State. Your at- 
tention is respectfully called to sec- 
tion 8 of the Pennsylvania act of 
Mareh 27, 1923.” 

Referring further to the 
which Melion believes the Pennsyi- 
vania law accords the State execu- 
tive. the Secretary asserted that 
means of obtaining a search warrant 
are much easier anc that action can 
be more quickly had under the 
Pennsylvania code than under the 
Volstead act. 

Any officer of the State, from s 
Justice of the Peace up has the pow- 
er to approve a search warrant, 
Melion says, while Federal agents 
in obtaining a search warrant must 
cepend upon a single United States 
Commissioner in each district. Such 
a condition makes difficulty im car- 
rying out enforcement by Federa! 
officers, the letter points out. 

Offers Nothing Constructtvre. 

Mellon said that the departmental 
regulations respecting alcehol are 
ample, and that the criticisms ¢di- 
rected at them by the Pennsy!vanisa 
Governor does not offer anything 
constructive. Cases of weakness in 
the regulations as have been breught 
to light. the Secretary said. has 
been eliminated. Where there has 
been violations it has been because 
this department. like the State ef 
Pennsy!ivania. is unable to ferret out 
and punish all infractions ef the 
law and regulations. 

Turning to specific instances
